On the 
Major’s demanding of him what he meant, he 
stept back and discharged the contents of his 
musket into the body of the Major, which pas- 
ed through him, and caused his death in about 
an hour! The Sergeant was immediately seiz- 
ed, and secured in irons, where he will remain 
until a General Court Martial can be conven- 
ed for his trial.

The New York Fvening Post of Thursday 
week containsareportto judge Edwards, from 
the receivers appointed to investigate ihe con- 
dition of the Tradesmen’s Bank, The report 
gives long st of overdrafts, but exhibits a 
nominal surplus of 13,841 dollars in favour of 
the bank. The receivers, however, express 
the conviction that the capital of the institu. 
tion is notin a sound and healthy state, and 
that itis not whole. The deficiency js, they 
say, ‘by no means to an amount that will en 
danger any claims upon the bank by its credi 
tors.” Upon the whole, the report is caleu- 
lated to destroy all remaining confidence

Yeaac Shelley, the venerable and venerated 
hero of King’s Mountain, in the revolutionary 
war, who also led his children, the volunteers 
from Kentucky, to battle in the last war, and 
fought at the Thames, in Upper Cana fa—the 
first governor of Kentucky, and as sound a 
patriot and as honest a man as ever lived— 
the pride of his state, and the admira‘ion of 
all who knew him personally, or bv character 
—being full of years and of honors, paid the 
great debt of nature at lis residence near 
Danville, on the 18th ult. tenderly, but not 
bitterly, mourned. A more hones‘ man never 
lived ; a more noble one never died. 

Thus, one by one, fall off the workmen of 
the revolution—yet a little while, and nor: 
will be left **to tell the story of this nation’s 
birth” and “shoulder his crutch te shos bow 
victory was won” by barefooted aud hiali fam 
ished bands of patriots, kept together, ut 
tunes, by ways and means so wonderful as to 
compel a belief that a special Provi tence act- 
ed in favor of the rights and liberties of our 
dear native land, at the time of \ts tris). 





As every fact relative to the survivors of 
“the time that tried men’- soals” is one of 
peculiar interest at the present moment, it 
may well be mentioned that Mr. John. Jay is 
the only surviving member o! the Congress of 
1774. 

John Morton, the first named on the list ot 
the signers of the Declirition of Indepen- 
dence, was born in Rullev township, Dela- 
ware county, state of Peanoy!vania, then 
Chester county. 

Itappears that of the fiftv-seron men who 
signed the Decliration of Independence, the 
birth places of four are unknown; tea were 
natives of Massachusetts; mine of Virgina; 
seven of Pennsylvania; five of South Caro. 
hina; four of Marviand ; three of New Jersey ; 
three of Connect.cut; two of New-York ; two 
of Delaware ; two of Rhode Island; two of 
England ; one of Ireland, and one of Wales, 

The youngest man who sig ced the Decla- 
ration of Independence, was Edward | Rut- 
ledge, of South Carolina, then aged twerty- 
six years, and the oldest man who signed it, 
was Benjamin Franklin, aged seventy years 
What a splendid career of usefulness he ray 
after three score and ten! The averaye age 
of all the persons who signed the Declaration, 
at the time of signing, was a fraction more 
than forty years. 

Thomas Lynch, jr. of South Carolina, was 
but 27 when he signed the Declaration, and 
died in the 30th year of his age, being the 
youngest man who died after having signed 
that most important of all State Papers. It is 
remarkuble that the three youngest men in 
Congress, July 4, 1776, were all South Caro- 
linians ; ther ages averaging but 27 years sn i 
a third, while that of the whole assembly, 
their own included, averaged more than 44 
years. The average age ot the persens who 
signed the Declaration of Independence, at 
the time of their death, was siaty-six vers 
and nearly a halfyear. he one who lived to 
the greatest age, was William Ellery, of 
Rhode Island, who hved to be mneiy two.— 
The only cne of then now alive, Charles Cai 
roll, ig now in bis cighty-eighth year,

One woman who had taken a 
loaf and devoured part of it declared that 
neither she or her children, had tasted any 
thing befure for three days excepting hay and 
water. 

Vhe distress for food in Middleton is suf- 
ficiently severe. ‘The people state that they 
cannot earn above eighteenpence per we ek, 
and even for that trifle they are frequently 
compelled to travel twenty or thirty miles 
with and for their work. Haslingden and its 
vicinity are ina deplorable con lition. 

The great drought throughout Pngland 
and her dependencies, still continued down 
to the Ist of July, and apprehensions were 
felt as to the probability of a FAMINE.-- 
The Hay crops had completely failed, not a 
blade saved, 

A tract of mountain sbove Larne, Ireland, 
had been on fire for eight or ten days, and 
upwards of 100 acres of moss or peat, ten feet 
deep, had been consumed.

BLUR BKAKD AND His CASTLE 

The ruins of the Cistesu dela Vernere, 
on the banks of the Ercdre, in the department | 
of the Loire Infeneure, are, according to the | 
tra ution of the negbboring peasantry, thos 
of the Castle of the celebrated Blee Beard, 
the hero of the well known nursery ‘ale. 
This formidable personage, who is not alto- 
gether a tnere creation of the fancy, was Giles 
le Retz, whe lved in the regn of Chorles 
Vit. and was « vassal of John V. Duke of 
Nretagne. He was tne lat Nantes on susp 
con of having destroyed a number of clu'dren 
who hal been scen to enter the castle, and 
were never heart! of afterwards, The bodies 
of several were afterwards toual, he having 
caused them to be put to death to make use 
of their blood on writing charms aed torming 
incantations to raise infernal spirits ; by w bicvee 
means, he beleved, according to the horrible 
sUpetwtitions of the times, ‘hat burned trea- 
sures would be revealed to him.—On hes trial 
he contessed the most borrud ects of stroci,, 
and was sentenced to be burnt abwe ; but ihe 
Duke caused him to he strangled before be 
wasted to the stake. This execution took 
place December 25th, 1440, and a detailed 
account of it is still preserved in a MS. in the 
archives of Nantes,
